LONDON, April 29.—British troops have captured Arleux-En 
Gohelle and German positions on a front of more than two miles 
north and south of that village, says the official reports from British 
headquarters in Mrance last night. 

The Germans later made a determined effort to recapture posi- 
tions gained by the British near Arleux-En-Gohelle in yesterday’s 
drive, but the War Office announces that the attack was broken up. 

The British also captured a German trench system south of Oppy, 


a barrier on the march to Douai, on a front of about a mile, after 
heavy fighting this morning, says tonight’s official report. 

The Germans offered strong resistance, and delivered several 
counter-attacks, but these failed, 


The number of prisoners taken by the British since 


morning is 976, including 16 officers.

WASHINGTON, D.C., April 28. 


By overwhelming majorities, 
both the Senate and the House 


pussed late tonight the adminis- 
tration bill to raise a war army 
by selective draft. 

The final roll calls brought in- 

line behind the bill many sen- 
ators and representatives who had 
fought for the volunteer system, 
until routed by the decisive de- 
feat of volunteer amendments ear- 
lier in the day in both houses. The 
Senate, which had voted down the 
voluntecr plan, 69 to 18, passed 
the bill by a vote of 81 to 8 In 
the House the vote against the vol- 
uuteer plan was 318 to 109, and 
that by which the bill itself wae 
passed 397 to 24. 


As passed by the senate the measure 
provides for the draft of men between 


the ages of 21 and 27 years, while in 
the house measure the age limits are 
fixed at and 40. This and lesser 
discrepancies will be threghed out in 
conference early next week so that 
the bill may be in the handg of the 


president as quickly as possible. The 
war department has already complet- 
ed plans for carrying it into effect. 
Both senate and house adopted 
amendments Juet before the final roll 
calls which would greatly increase the 
pay of enlisted men during the war. 


The house provision would make their 
pay $30 a month and that approved 
by the senate would fix it at $29 a 


month, The present pay is only $16.
